A GOLD MINER 

ON THIS FIELD. 

Mr. Noble, of Denver, Says 
Georgia Has the Ore. 

We clip the following article 
from the Atlanta Constitution of 
last Sunday, which gives many 
interesting gold mining points from 
Mr. P. L. JNoble, of Denver, who 
is now in Dahlonega, to- wit: 

"I hayo been in most of the gold 
fields from Juneau, Alaska, to the 
Transvaal in South Africa, and I 
had rather take my chances in 
north Georgia than in any place I 
ever visited," said Mr. P. M. Noble 
yesterday. Mr. Noble is a mining 
man from Denver. He disclaii 
being a mining engineer, but he is 
an all-round mining man. He 
down hero looking up properti 
for Denver capitalists. He does 
not say so, but that is the infor 
tion which The Constitution has 
concerning his visit. 

Mr. Noble has been in Georgia 
about ninety days, and in that time 
he has been through ten of Geor- 
gia's gold-bearing counties and 
over the line into North Carolina. 
He did not think much of the 
country when he first arrived. "It 
.looked like a shell game to mi 
he says. "The claims made in I 
half of Georgia were seemingly 
extravagant that 1 distrusted every 
thing which 1 heard. I spent a 
week at Dahlonega, and it still 
looked like a shell game; but I con- 
cluded to stay on a week longer 
and try to keep my eye on the pea. 
The more I investigated the more 
I began to believe in what I had 
heard. At the end of the second 
week, after making many tests, 1 
saw that there was foundation foi 
the extravagant claims. Then I 
went out into other counties, Hall. 
Habersham, White, Union, Towns 
and Rabun, and I found ore which 
for quality and value will hold its 
own with any mining camp in the 
world. 

There are mining camps in 
Georgia which would be worth 
$100,000,000 in the west, even in 
these hard times. People will ask. 
if there is so much value, why 
more mines have not been opened? 
There is an easy answer to that, 
but, suppose the world had taken 
hold up there before this, there 
would be no chance for us latt 
comers. We ought to be thank 
ful that the circumstances have 
been such that the development of 
this gold field has been deferred 
until this generation. Anybody 
who is familiar with the situation 
in this field readily understands 
why the gold deposits have never 
been worked deep. The owners 
of the properties have not, as 
rule, had any money to invest ii 
deyeloping their prospects, and 
there has been a mistaken idea 
about this field. Out in the west 
we have heard of the Georgia gold 
section, but the old timers alway 
said: "Yes Georgia and North 
Carolina produced a great deal of 
gold before the war, but it was all 
surface, and played out.' And 
that was the belief of the miners 
who wore working iu this country 
until a few years ago. As they 
went down to water level, the free 
gold which they caught on the 
plate gradually grew less, and they 
did not know what the sulphurcts 
contained. So they just jumped 
to the conclusion that the gold had 
run out when they reached water 
level. Asa matter of fact, they 
were just getting to the best of it. 
Nobody had the sulphurcts assay- 
ed. I do not suppose a dozen mi- 
ners in the south had ever assayed 
their tailings until within the past 
five years, maybe within the past 
two years. There are only two 
plants in the state for treating the 
refractory ores, and the oldest of 
these has been working less than 
three years. I understand. The 
other has not been operating a 
year yet. I have not found a mill 
owner or lessee in all this country 
who has ever had his water an- 
alyzed. They do not know wheth- 
er there is anything in the water 
to be overcome or neutralized. 
The water may be all right, and it 
may not be. Where is there a 
.'..nine in this section which has a 



half-mile flume below the mill? 
And yet a flume of that length 
would catch enough freogol I from 
the tailings to pay ior the opera- 
of the whole plant. Put in a 
le below any of these mills and 
burn the. bags, and you would get 

surprisingly large amount of 
gold. I do not criticise miners 
nkindly, but I do feel like saying 
something in justice to the mines. 
Three- fourths of the failures in 
this section are not the fault of ihe 
mines, but of the methods of oper- 
.ting. You have got to come up 
to date and watch all the details. 
It is the custom in the camps 1 
have visited in Georgia to dress 
the plates in the morning, and then 
the mill superintendent would go 
off to the cut and direct the opera- 
tions up there all day long, without 
paying any more attention to 
saving his gold. 

"Do you suppose that is the 
practice in the camps where the 
output is large? Not at all. No 
mine can be treated carelessly and 
be a big producer, You will find 
that the best mines in the world 
are the most carefully watched. 
Goto the Alaska Treadwell, the 
Homestake, the Mercur, the Port- 
land, the Doctor or any of oar big 
producers, and you will find the 
mill men right theie with their 
stamps and plates all the time, day 
and night. And what kind of ores 
are the Treadwell, the Homestake 
and the Mercur working on? 
Why, the highest does not run 
over $4 a ton. The south has 
millions and millions of tons of ore 
better than that. 1 saw one pond 
of water which 1 would gamble on 
containing $1,000,000 on its bot- 
tom. 

Mr. Nobles showed me the result 
of many pannings which he had 
made and they ayeraged three 
fourths of a grain of gold to the 
pound of ore, or more than $62 to 
the ton. When gold ore can be 
mined and milled for $1 a ton, and 
chlorinated for an additional ex- 
pense of from $1.50 to $2, there 
ought to be a profit in mining 
which would satisfy the average 
investor, even if be is a little shy 
on such ventures.

On last Monday night at about 
2 o'clock, some enemy of Winnie 
Jefferson, colored, applied a suffi- 
cient amount of kerosene oil and a 
lighted match to reduce her dwel- 

ig and every thing in it to ashes 
except one bed, before people could 
get there to render any assistance 
except to look after the jail and 
other buildings, making the sec- 
ond house of hers that has been 
destroyed by incendiaries within

George Li rod was at once 
suspioned of doing the burning 
and his sister Sue and another ne- 
gro woman by the name of Eva 
Kussel were believed to be acces- 
saries to the crime as they were 
not on good terms with Winnie, 
but getting sufficient proof to con- 
yict will doubtless bo trouble- 
some. The next morning after 
the fire George got on Hatfield's 
stage some three or four miles 
from Dahlouoga and went down to 
-Gainesville, and that is the last 
h aid of him. He told the dri- 
ver that he had to close his 
shop here on account of his arm 
hurting him. His sister can't get 
away on account of her delicate con- 
dition. Eva was lodged in jail last 
Wednesday by the marshal and had 
a hearing before Squire Worley 
the next day — Col. Huff represent" 
ing the defendant and Col . Lilly 
the state. A number of witnesses 
were examined but knew nothing 
and the defendant was discharged.

Dahlonega's School Law as 
Amended.. 

The amendment to the school 
law for Dahlonega which has pass- 
ed both houses and become a law, 
is as follow?: 

"The act approved Dec. 17, 
1894, is amended so thai section 
XVI shall read as follows: 

Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that the matter 
embraced in section 14 and 15 may 
be submitted to the voters of said 
town as a separate proposition be 
fore, simultaneous with, or after 
the matter embraced in section 13; 
provided that prior to any election 
hereafter had under the provisions 
of this act there shall be a regis- 
tration of the persons qualified to 
vote at such election, which regis j 
tration shall be opened 30 days and 
closed ten days prior to the day of 
the election. Said registration 
shall be made by the clerk of the 
council of said town in a book to 
be kept by him for that purpose. 
No person shall be allowed to reg 
istcr who is not a bona fide resi- 
dent of said town, and who is not 
otherwise qualified as hereinbefore 
provided. It shall be lawful for 
any tax payer of said town to con- 
test the legality of the registration 
of any voter by filing notice there- 
of with the mayor of said town, 
which notice shall state the 
grounds, and shall bo filed not la- 
ter than five days before such elec- 
tion. The Mayor and Council 
shall at once hear such contest af- 
ter giving not less than one days 
notice to the person whose right to 
register is contested, and shall 
have the right to direct the raames 
of such persons as arc found to be 
illegally registered to be excluded 
from the list of qualified voters to 
be made up from the registration 
book, Tho decision of said Mayor 
and Council shall be final. The 
clerk of the council shall on tho day 
appointed for an election under 
this act, and before the polls are 
opened, furnish to the managers a 
list of the persons registered for 
such election, and such list shall be 
conclusive as to who arc qualified 
voters entitled to vote at such elec 
lion.'"

The government eyen lines rail- 
roads when they fail to arrive on 
schedule time with tho mail, A 
recent assue of the Atlanta Con- 
stitution in rofering to this matter, 
says: ^ 

"It is not generally known that 
the government fines railroads 
when they arc late with the mail 
The fines vary according to the 
delay and the train. For instance, 
if the Southern railway's vestibule 
limited or its fast mail are late five 
minutes, they have to pay a right 
good penalty. On the other hand, 
if some slower train is late, the fine 
is smaller. But the government 
pays a higher price to certain roads 
for carrying the mail on specially 
fast trains., and whenever one of 
these is late the postal department 
endeavors to get even. These fines 
vary from $1 to $100. If a train 
misses a sack of mail at some station 
the fiae is $1. If it misses a connec- 
tion on a branch road it will be 
fined $5 or $10; If an important 
connection is missed, the fine is 
proportionately higher."

Triple Tragedy in Twiggs 
County. 

On the loth inst. the home of 
11. T. CulifT at Jefferson ville was 
the. scone of a horrible affair, re- 
sulting in the death of three per- 
sons and. the wounding of others. 

The whole trouble seems to have 
d with S. Griffin, who went 
ise where Califf was giv- 
ing ti dance to his friends. He was 
drunk and quarrelsome. He could 
get no one. to dance with him and 
this angered him to such an extent 
that he danced by himself in order 
to break up the dance. Finally, be- 
tween sets, ho walked up to the 
fireplace, where Will Hooten, was 
standing, and when Hooten acci- 
dentally brushed against him, he 

called him a — . Hooten told 

him he wanted no difficulty there, 
but would see him later, and left 
the room. 

Finding Califf in the next room 
to where the dance was going on, 
he told him of what happened, 
Califf went to Griffin and asked 
him to leave bis house, saying he 
could not aliow suw .?H£'.:age 12 
the presence of ladies.

It was handed 
him, and reaching back, he took 
from his pocket a long dirk, which 
he held in his left hand, while in 
his right he held a large ii calibre 
Colt's revolver. By this time he 
was furious and made an ugly oath 
remarking that Califf had put a I 
knife on his throat and ho was 
going to haye satisfaction. 

Ho then staggered towards the 
door through which Califf and his 
wife had just passed. Califf saw 
him coming and the two men went 
together. Griffin fired first and 
then Califf tired four times in rapid 
succession. When he finished firing 
Clarence Jones, who had taken no 
part in the fight and who had just 
arisen from a chair, fell to the floor 
dead, shot through the head from 
the rear. Then Griffin fired foi the 
second time, and as he did so fell 
r in a sitting posture dead. 
Califf, who had been supported by 
his wife's arms, one of which was 
shattered by Griffin's ball, reeled 
and fell at Griffin's feet ar.d died 
in a few minutes.
